The Tall Ship, HMS Rose, will visit 
Washington, D.C., docking at the Gangplank

materials - 126,000 plastic soft-drink bottles and 
plastic car fenders.

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D.C. VOTER ROLL PURGE 
IS IMMINENT

The D.C. Board of Elections recently 
mailed follow-up notices to 27,495 registered 
D.C. voters found to be no longer living where 
they are registered to vote. The notices-issued 
as part of the Board’s .1993 Mail Canvass of the 
Voter Roll—advise voters that their names will 
be taken off the list of registered voters unless 
they provide their current D.C. residence address 
before April 22nd. ' ■ 

The Canvass, which operates as a "mail 
check" of residence addresses, is the agency’s 
primary mechanism for keeping the list of voters 
accurate and up-to-date. Through the Canvass, 
conducted every odd-numbered year since 1985, 
the Board verifies addresses, provides a means 
for otherwise qualified voters to update their 
addresses, and removes the "deadwood" from 
the registry—records that are no longer valid 
because the voter has died or moved away. 

In this year’s Canvass, all registered D.C. 
voters who did not confirm their address by 
voting at the polls during the November 3, 1992 
General Election were mailed a nonforwardable 
postcard to verify their address. In each case 
where the card was returned to the Board as 
"undeliverable" by the Postal Service, a forwar¬ 
dable cancellation notice has been issued, advis¬ 
ing the voter to update his or her address to 
avoid removal from the registry. 

The listing of registrants subject to 
cancellation is available for public inspection in 
every D.C. library and in the Board’s office at 
441 _4th Street, N.W. Notice of the list’s avail¬ 
ability is being published in the Washington 
Post, the Washington Times, the Washington 
Afro-American, and the D.C. Register. Any 
voter wishing to learn if he or she is on the list 
; of voters subject to removal may call the Voter 
Services Office at 727-2525.

tary Sealift Command, a partner and neighbor to 
the school. MSC’s commander, Vice Admiral 
Michael P. Kalleres, U.S. Navy, announced the 
winners at the award ceremony. 

Contest entrants were required to read 
and write about a favorite Black hero. Essay 
topics were prescribed by MSC volunteers. 
They also promoted the contest, judged the 
entries, selected the winners and hosted an 
entertaining awards ceremony which featured 
local gospel singer Dolores Thompson.

MSC has had a four-year partnership 
with the neighborhood school which is part of 
the Navy’s Personal Excellence Partnership 
Program.

The command also 
supports an ambitious tutoring program, an 
annual reading Olympics contest, a speakers 
program, a field trip program and several collec¬ 
tion efforts which provide donated books, office 
equipment and other much needed supplies to 
the school. 

MSC, headquartered in Washington, 
D.C., and part of the Navy Department, provides 
sea transportation to deploy and sustain U.S. 
military forces around the world. 


The Southwest Homemakers Club, a part of the D.C. 
Public Schools Adult Education Program, has held 
sewing classes at the St. Matthews Lutheran Church at 
3rd and M Streets, SW, for more than 12 years. This 
program, sponsored by the Southwest Community 
House, Mr. Clinton Anderson, Director, enrolls ap¬ 
proximately 70 persons in a total of 3 classes held at 
the church each year. The Clothing and Tailoring 
classes consist of senior citizens and have both male 
and female enrollees. They are taught alterations, 
renovations, and construction of new garments for 
themselves, family members and friends. 

The group has great interest in being involved 
in projects that benefit the community and others. 
Two years ago, they were involved in making items 
for border babies. Recently, Mrs. Evelyn Holmes 
brought to the attention of the Instructor of classes, the 
need for covers for the 38 children enrolled in the 
S.W. Child Development Center, which opened recent¬ 
ly at the church where the sewing classes are held. 
The class members were excited about this project 
and, under the direction of Mrs. Edna Robinson, In¬ 
structor, went into action immediately, making a total 
of 42 colorful and warm covers for the children. 
These were presented to the Director of the Child 
Development Center, Maggie Lewin.
